Buebon V. Kolbe, the candidate of 


the Jefftrsonians and People's party of 
Alabama for Governor, has issued a 
lengthy address to the people of the 
State.

frauds were committed in 1892 and that 
there was u universal deaaand against 
the repetition of these frauds. Soon 
after the election he issued an address 
stating that he had been elected, and 
shortly afterwards his leaders held a 
conference. As a result of this confer- 
ence, meetings wtre held in every 
county for the purpose of ascertaining 
tho wishes of the people in reference to 
the alleged frauds. A convention was 
called, at 
which resolutions 
were 


adopted declaring Kolbe elected and 
that the will of the people was set aside 
by the election managers, aided by a 
corrupt judiciary. When the Legisla- 
ture convened last Saturday in joint 
convention to count tho votes for State 
oiuoers, Senator Goodwyn arose to 
file a protest, signed by forty-four 
Populist members of the Legislature, 
against counting the vote of certain 
counties where frauds were alleged to 
have been committed. The Speaker 
ruled

out of order and 


ordered the Sergeant-at-Arms to seat 


him. 


The official vote, as declared by the 


Speaker, gave Gates 27,272 majority for

more than sufficient to overcome that 
majority, and Kolba announces that by 
the grace of God and the help of the 
good people of Alabama, he will take 
the oath of office and his seat as Gov- 
ernor of Alabama on the 1st of Decem- 
ber next. He appeals to his friends 
aud supporters from all parts of the 
State to be in Montgomery on that day 
and give him their support to vindicate 
their liberties.

The State authorities aud a 
majority of the Legislature are against 
him,

SAN FRANCISCO, November 21.—At- 


toraey Monteith is preparing some af- 
fidavits to be filed to-morrow in the 
case of the strikers now on trial for ob- 
structing the mails and interfering with 
interstate commerce. It is his purpose 
to make every effort possible to sum- 
mon to this city as witnesses in the 
oases now pending President Cleve- 
land and the managers of all the prin- 
cipal eastern railroads which were in 
any way involved in the big strike.

Wo want to find out why that procla- 
mation uas made, and on that evi- 
dence Mr. Cleveland's testimony is es- 
sential. 
I do not believe there is 


any law by which he can claim exemp- 
tion from coming and testifying as a 
wituoss. The matter will be decided 
by District Judge Morrow to-morrow. 


Ouinaging JSvidence Against Hatch. 
WOODLAND, Gal, November 21.—-In 


the Hatch trial to-day Conductor Hill 
aud Brakeman Teeple testified. They 
gave the first direct examination con- 
necting Hatch with the wrecKicg of the 
train.

Mount Tucoma Thought to be in » Stttte 


of Eruption. 


SEATTLE, November 21.—Great ex- 


citement has been caused throughout 
thePuget sound country by what is 
looked upon by many as an eruption 
of Mount Tacoma or Eanier, 1,444 feet 
high, and one of the loftiest peaks ia 
the United States. The mountain has 
certainly boon strangely transformed 
The crept of the great monarch of the 
Cascades has changed. The cone has 
fallen in aud steam can be seen rising 
from tho crater. There is no eruption 
it is believed by those most competes 
to judge, but groat masses of rock seem 
to have fallen. The snow-capped cone 
has disappeared, and a sharp-pointe 
peak has arisen in its place to the eas 
ot the crater. The changed appearance 
of the mountain is evident from the 
streets of Seattle ninety miles dis- 
tant, and thousands of people have 
watched the great peak all afternoon. 
But very few people have ever ascend, 
ed tbe mountain, and at this season of ! 
tbe year the ascension is an absolute 
impossibility, so there is no way of 
making a thorough investigation of the 
phenomenon. 


TACOMA, November 21.—Tho story of 


Mount Tacoma'a changed appearance 
is regarded here as having little foun- 
dation, though Tacoma looks at the 
mountain from a different point of 
view than Sealtle.

cal Sliuke-up.

ED. STATE* JOURNAL:—Shonld the clays 


yet intervening between tliis day and 
the' day of tho meeting of Congress 
prove to be as productive of interesting 
opinions concerning the result of the 
late election as the past few days have 
been, then the impatience about Mr, 
Cleveland's forthcoming message will 
not be as keenly felt as \s usually the 
case. 
Among others, Messrs. Brice, 


Henry Waterson and Chairman Wilson 
gave to the public their new convic- 
tions, that it was not the tariff ques- 
tion as much as it was the hard times, 
for which the party in power is gener- 
ally held responsible, that caused the 
late reversal. 
Of the above named 


three" only Mr. Waterson made any 
suggestion as to a remedy. He advised 
that the finance question now be taken 
up as the paramount one, and that 
tariff reform be placed at the bottom 
of the file. Mr. Wharton Barker, in an 
open letter to Governor McKinley of 
Ohio, also makes a suggestion upon the 
same line of policy. 


These 
are 
interesting 
signs of 


progress and should be credited to the 
profit side of the results of the late 
shake-up, and Silver party men ought 
to be able to enjoy such reading while 
waiting for Mr. Cleveland's message. 


There is no doubt 
but that the 


masses of voters would like to assist in 
the restoration of prosperity, but they 
do not appear to have had a clear con- 
ception of the causes of the depression, 
so they trusted to their party leaders 
respectively to find a remedy. In this 
way they floundered between the two 
old parties, who, up to this time, have 
made the tariff tho main issue. Bu.t 
since the politicians referred to have 
publicly acknowledged that it was not 
the tariff, but tho hard times that 
caused these changes in the past, and 
that the hard times will not yield to 
tho influences of the changed tariff 
schedules, and the finance question 
should now be taken up, the mistaken 
voters will be apt to open their eyes to 
the fact that silver is the polar star of 
the finances, and the party most earn- 
ebtly striving to restore silver is the 
party to entrust with the rehabilitat- 
ing of it. To such of the voters who 
blindly followed their parties respect- 
ively and persistently asked for proof 
as to the relationship between low 
price of silver and hard times, I must 
introduce an extract from an address 
delivered before the Chamber of Com- 
merce in London on the 24th of July, 
1894, 
by E. E. Isemoiiger, Colonial 


Treasurer and Member of Council of 
the Straits settlements, which address 
was also presented in the United States 
Senate on the llth of last August by 
Senator Teller of Colorado. The ad- 
dress contains the testimony of many 
people of European origin, who are 
now trading in the Straits. The fol- 
lowing is a sample of many: 


We are importers of 
European 


goods and supply the greater part of 
the European community of Singapore 
and the native States. During the last 
year we have had to advance our prices 
owing to the fall in exchange more 
than ever we had to do before. The 
present condition of things is causing 
a shrinkage of trade and we are selling 
less than we ever did. Many lines of 
goods which we have been in the habit 
of selling freely are a dead stock upon 
our hands. 


As regards our own trade the pres- 


ent low exchange is disastrous from 
every point of view. It has no redeem- 
ing feature, and we have suffered con- 
siderably during the last year. It may 
be a coincidence, but in 1890 when ex- 
change rose to an average rate of 3 B. 
5 d. we were very prosperous. 


. In that country the tariff is not an 
issue, and yet the conditions conform 
exactly to the business conditions of 
this country. Both are traceable to the 
same cause, the market price of silver 
bullion, which by free coinage in the 
United States would be put on a 
higher and stable basis, to wit: on the 
ratio of 16 to 1, or 1 2929 per ounce. 


The key note sounded by the gentle- 


men I mentioned raised the hope that 
the tariff question will no longer oc- 
cupy the prominent position it held in 
politics in this country so -many years 
to the detriment of all. The voters 
will no longer attribute the rise and 
fall of values in property to the fluctu- 
tion of tariff schedules, but to the 
fluctuation 
of the price of silver bul- 


lion, which by proper legislation, alone 
can be made stablu and restored to its 
old price, and' they w.ill demand such 
legislation. 


Our Senator, Wm. M. Stewart, lately 


Was reported to have said that he "can 
raise more hell" when he has no com- 
mittee business to attend to. I do not 
exactly understand whet the Senator 
wished to imply. Bible phrases are 
often hard to explain, and sometimes 
even contradictory., Whether he meant 
to redeem patches of the Inferno piece- 
meal at spare time, or whether he had 
the redemption of such silver produc- 
ing States in mind that went back on 
their own interests on last election day 
is not quite clear to me. Anyhow, he 
spoke of "elevating" the place of ever- 
lasting punishment. 
His idea must 


have been a good one, for as soon as 
the news of it reached Messrs." Cleve- 
land and Carlisle they anticipated him 
in action. They raised quite a patch of 
it when they offered a new issue of $50,- 
000,000 of 5 per cent TF. S. bonds.
